According to reports

far the Hesperian was stru ck In the 
d ark ness; no su bm arine was sighted, 
nor the wak e of a torpedo observed.

Min e Theory H a r d to Accept. 


While officials find it most dlflieu lt 
to believe that either the German gov­ 
ernm ent or a su bm arine c om m a nd er 
wou ld do any thing in violation of A m ­ 
bassador Bernstorffs statem ent tha t 
the Berlin government 
had decided 
many week s ago not to sink liners 
withou t warning, the mine theory is 
regarded as one not easily accepted. 
It is pointed ou t that where the H e s­ 
perian was stru ck is far bey ond the 
region 
where the British arc u nd e r ­ 
stood to have been lay ing mines and 
in waters regarded as too deep for 
mine fields.

or y and this is regarded as dou btfu l. 
There have not been any proven ea ses 
of British floating mines being loose 
in those waters; it is stated by navi­ 
gators that the cu rrent« in that region 
are su ch that mines wou ld he ca rr ied 
nort hward rather than to the sou th 
of Ireland if any laid in the c hannels 
had brok en loose. 
T he British have 
repeatedly stated that the mines they 
art» u sing conform to the regu lations 
of international conventions as

gards ha rm le ssness in hreak ig aw ay 
from moorings. 
Officials lieer believe 
the state m e nts of passengers e s t a b ­ 
lish bey ond dou bt the fact that if a 
torpedo was tired at the Hesperian,

W il l Inq u ire of Berlin. 


The expectation is that the u su al 
inq u iry will he addressed to the B e r­
